The completion of that roed was mainly 
due o Gen. BorIE's singular abilities. 
Since its completion he has devoted him- 
self to the inauguration of the narrow 
gauge tuilroads in Kentucky, and, with 
great fe"eity of argument upon the subject, 
has commaerded the attention of the public 
mind. That valuable method of cheap 
railways for facilitating transportation has 
mei with a severe disaster in the death of 
Gen. Boye, 

Gen. BoYLe was a man od great firmness 
of eharecter; whatever he did he did with 
enthusiastic fervor, and whatever he un- 
dertook he gercrally carried through to 
successsul completion. He was a man of 
exttaordinary administrative abilities, as 
has been evidenced by the many successful 
enterprices with which he has been con- 
recived. He was a man of quick impulses, 
besty to form judgment, but ever ready to 
fcrget and to forgive. In his private life 
he was amost exemplary Christian, a kind 
rnd affectionate husband, an indulgent fa- 
ther, and sirongly attached to the do- 
mestic circle of which he was the 
Esht and life. He was generous 
to a fault, ard his many charitable acts will 
ever be rememlered by many persons in 
this city. He delighted to acsist those in 
adversity, and gave unsparingly to those in 
need. On one occasion, when being re- 
monstrated with by a friend for his too 
grcat generosity in assisting others to the 
detr:ment of his own pecuniary affairs, he 
remarked that “God has given me the 
facu'ty of acquiring money easily, and I 
delight in assisiing others and doing good 
with t.“ His many neble qualities of 
heart and mind c:nnot be mentioned in 
this brief sketch. Io his death the 
ciiy and State bave kst one of 
their brightest ornaments, and his 
family an affectionate husband and 
kird and indu' ent parent. He leaves a 
wife and seven children, four sous and 
three daughters, to mourn his untimely 
dex. th. 

Buta few days ego Gen. Bo returned 
from Kanscs, where he had gone to estab- 
sh uo of his sons in business. Gen. 
Bore hes en extensive consanguiniiy, con- 
‘stizg of some of che first families in the 
State. This sudden and unexpected death 
in the bloom of life wil not only prove a 
sed blow to h's relations but to the entire 
State, to whose service he has devoted so 
much of Lis life.

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Kentucky's War Indemnity Claim. 
The telegraph informs our readers this 
morning that Secretary Boutwell has finally 
decided not to allow the claim of Kentucky 
for indemnity for raising and equipping troops 
tor Federal service during the late war. This 
decision was arrived at some days ago, but it 
was delayed in politic deference to the wishes 
of representatives of the State, who were de- 
sirous of making a last appeal to his reason 
and justice. The time was unfavorable. We 
are on the verge of the August election, 
and of course the case was hopeless. 
This claim has received the indorse- 
ment of the War Department, and of 
almost everybody but Mr. Boutwell and the 
interested few who probably influenced him 
against it. We were told the other day that 
it was charged that Kentucky wanted this 
money to use in the present campaign. Of 
course the Secretary of the Treasury will not 
assign so absurd a reason as that for bis 
action; but it may, nevertheless, furnish us 
a clue to the power that has been behind the 
throne in this case. The Republican press 
speakers are harping loudly upon the 
fact that there is no money in the State Treas- 
ury. It would be a pity to deprive them of 
that little piece of clap-trap. If Boutwell 
pays Kentucky this claim against the Govern- 
ment for expenses incurred in its defense, he 
might enable the State Treasurer to show a
